Employes seek security,

ployes have been laid off from a 
one-time work force of 10,000, 
and the survivors are sweating 
out the next round of cuts. 

But Urbine isn’t just sweating 
it out. Like an increasing number 
of people seeking financial secur- 
ity in an insecure economy, he 
works for himself, as well as his 
employer. 

At Harvester’s Chicago head- 
quarters, the maker of trucks and 
farm equipment struggles to com- 
plete a $5 billion debt restructur- 
ing needed to avert collapse. In 
Fort Wayne, the buildings echo 
the quiet that falls after a cost- 
cutting storm. In the brick engi- 
neering laboratory, the engine- 
testing cubicles are dim, empty 
but for the root-like remains of 
ripped-out machines. 


Race Car Venture 

Engineer Stan Urbine works 
nearby, designing gadgets such as 
the “grab handles” that truckers 
use to climb into their rigs. But he 
spends his nights fashioning race 
car parts. He and his brother, 
Greg, a mechanic recently laid off 
by Harvester, have sunk $200,000 
into a sophisticated workshop 
that is already swamped with or- 
ders. 

Such moonlighting entrepre- 
neurs “are emerging as a real 
trend,” says Stuart Heyer, a busi- 
ness professor at Northwestern 
University because in an uncer- 
tain economy “people figure they 
better roll up their sleeves and 
take care of themselves.” 

Because moonlighters typically 
want to keep their employers ig- 
norant of such ventures, their 
ranks can’t be counted. But here 
at Harvester, where moonlighting 
isn’t forbidden, their increasing 
numbers are unusually visible. 
They include part-time carpent- 
ers, upholsterers, salesmen and 
welders. There are car-repair 
shops in backyard sheds and pho- 
tography studios in basements. 
And, inevitably, there are failures 
as well as successes. 


An Old Maneuver 

Building a little business “to 
fall back on” isn’t a practice 
unique to today. “Every business 
cycle has produced a similar flow- 
ering of small business,” says 
Bruce Kirchhoff, the chief econo- 
mist for the Small Business Ad- 
ministration. 

But the sense of job precarious- 
ness seems especially strong in to- 
day’s troubled economy. During 
the 1973-75 recession, Harvester 
engineers and mechanics who had 
thought themselves immune to 
layoffs were stunned to be among 
the 1,200 furloughed here in 1975. 
Many of the engineers eventually 
recalled to their jobs vowed that 
they wouldn’t wait for the ax to 
fall again. Rather than leave their 
fate completely to “mahogany 
row,” the hall where engineering 
managers sit at mahogany desks, 
they decided to try to build their 
own security. 

A close look at some of Har- 
vester’s part-time entrepreneurs 
reveals their individual motives 
and shows how their ventures 
fare. 


Stan Urbine 

Urbine’s sideline in race car 
parts grew out of his love of rac- 
ing, but his ties to Harvester run 
deeper. His father spent his en- 
tire work-life there, and Urbine’s 
summer high-school jobs were on 
the truck plant’s assembly line. 
After returning from Vietnam in 
1972, Urbine went back to Har- 
vester, signing on as a draftsman 
and working up to design engi- 
neer.

Tim Zimmerman 

A moonlighter must endure mar- 
ket upheavals at both his regular job 
and his private venture, and woe to 
him if they sour simultaneously. 
They did for Tim Zimmerman, 32, a 
short, cocky former Marine. 

Lured by more money, Zimmer- 
man in 1972 left a research job that 
he had liked at a smaller Fort Wayne 
manufacturer and began testing car- 
buretors at Harvester. The new job 
was “an insult to a man’s intelli- 
gence,” he declares, but ‘I kept 
thinking benefits, benefits. I had in- 
surance (coming) out my ears.” 

When the 1975 layoff came, “I had 
nothing to fall back on,” Zimmer- 
man says. “I was determined to pre- 
pare to take care of myself, no mat- 
ter what.” After some courses, he got 
a real estate broker’s license, and he 
kept selling real estate on the side 
when Harvester recalled him some 
months later. 

The double whammy hit him last 
fall, when Harvester gave him the 
choice of a layoff at 75 percent of sal- 
ary or demotion. Thinking his real 
estate dealings would tide him over, 
he took the layoff — and landed ina 
frozen market. “There was no real 
estate market out there, he says, 
nursing a cup of coffee in a dim 
Greek restaurant near his home. 

Without any other real estate to 
occupy him, Zimmerman has fussed 
over his own house. The attractive 
ranch home seems extraordinarily 
tidy for a divorced man living alone.

Whel Daryl Banet was laid off in 
late J anuary, he was quietly pleased. 
He thought “this layoff gives me a 
chance to see what my auto-repair 
business can do,” says the 40-year- 
old, chunky mechanic whose brown 
work shirt reads “Banet’s Repair.” 

Sitting in the small kitchen of his 
rural bungalow, Banet recalls he 
started equipping his backyard ga- 
rage in order to tinker with his own 
car. Soon, neighbors were pleading 
for a brake check or oil change, and 
farmers wanted a lame tractor fixed 
quickly He boned up on repair tech- 
niques, bought a tow truck and, in 
1976, went into business. 

A high school graduate and a 
hometown boy, Banet bounced 
around as a mechanic before settling 


at Harvester in 1972. He started asa __ 


test driver but was demoted to jani- 
tor in the 1975 recession. Whether 
he was mopping floors, pouring ce- 
ment or repairing machines, it was 
all the same to him. “I always had a 
good job,” he says.

An earnest man whose few amuse- 
ments include the Readers’ Digest, 
Banet says he began the private ven- 
ture partly because “I made up my 
mind I wouldn’t put all my eggs in 
one basket, with the economy so 
changeable. à Although he misses his 
$500 weekly paycheck, he calls his 
repair büsiness “real good” and says 
he probably earns about as much as 
ever — “only in spurts.” 

But he faces a dilemma common 
to moonlighters: He wants to double 
his garage, but with his job uncertain 
“and interest rates so high,” he 
doesn’t want to pay the $20, 000 bill. 
On the other hand, he says, “I don’t 
want to expand too much. One thing 
I learned at Harvester is that when 
you get big, you get inefficient.” 

“Someday, I could be a million- 
aire,’ says Tom Landis. Sitting in a 
cozy office at his tax and insurance 





partnership, the 35-year old former 
engineer calls quitting Harvester the 
best thing he ever did. He threw over 
a steady job there to spend 12-hour 
days (at least) hustling at what had 
been a moonlighting enterprise. 

“It was hard giving up fantastic 
benefits, $30,000 a year and 12 years’ 
seniority,” he concedes, “But when I 
drove home after quitting Jan. 16, I 
felt like the world had been lifted 
from my shoulders. Harvester was 
going downhill. I was in stagnation 
row, and it was exhausting.” 

When he began at Harvester in 
1969, the graduate engineer enjoyed 
his job testing and developing en- 
gine parts.

Friction developed with his boss 
because Landis was constantly dash- 
ing to his outside office, even at 
lunchtime, Landis says. And he 
sensed a resentful attitude of “if you 
can afford to advertise your own 
business, you don’t need this job.”

All big companies, Landis figures, 
suffer from the same defect: “The 
guy next to you gets the same raises 
even though you break your butt 
and he does nothing.”

Dear Mr. Rondot: 


My cousin, W. Larry Urbine of Coatesville, has sent me 
copies of the material you very kindly forwarded to hin. 
Please accept thanks on my behalf, also. 


When I was driving to the West Coast Area in 1954 I 
purposely arranged my trip so that T could stop in Fort 
Wayne and talk with Louis Urbine, then in his nineties. 
He was a retired farmer and lived in a row house a few miles 
from the hotel where I Stayed. He and his lively little 
wife entertained me on the front porch and I felt that he 

} was suspicious of my motives. Of course, all I was interested 
in was what he could tell me about Frank or Francis Urbine 
and the circumstances under which he left Fort Wayne, or 
rather, the Fort Wayne area. 


As I recall it, Frank left under something of a cloud 
and Louis only saw him twice after the time their parents 
had suddenly taken a trip East for an unexplained reason. 
Louis said he had always believed that Frank was in some 
kind of scrape and that the old folks took the money 

they had on hand (in gold that had been stored in the 

oat bin) and departed. When they returned they were without 
money as the father told Louis they would have to sell a 
certain crop to pay the taxes. Frank appeared to claim 
his share of the parents' estate and also one other time 
he came to stay over just one night and he had a suitcase 
"so full of money he could hardly close it." The last a 
quote from Louis. 
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Louis also said that Frank had a wife and children when 
he left your area and that they were involved in some sort 
of tragedy. Frank was supposed to have left Fort Wayne 
with a woman but Louis said he did not know who she was. 


Aer I did ask Louis if he knew when and where Frank had died 
Wand he said he was shot in a card game in Cinncinnatti 


A about 1921. The record that someone in Virginia gave me 
yh indicates that Frank died in 1933, but that date is on 
the paper in a completely different handwriting than the 
balance of the information. I thought I could go to 
the city where he died and search the vital statistics but 
Louis said Frank didn't always live under his own name. 


All in all, the man is an enigma. Everywhere we have turned 
we have encountered blind alleys. Larry is now searching 
copies of old newspapers to see if he can find an obit. 

My father, the oldest of the three boys told me he 
remembered living close to a creamery in a little house 

in Malvern and being sent with pennies in a bucket to 

get milk while a woman waited by a picket fence for him 

to return. He remembered that the men at the creamery 
teased him and joked with him. He may have been five 

or six years old at this time. I found where the house 
had been and did a search on the place. It belonged to 

a woman named Margaret Lynch. She went insane and both 

my father, who worked on a building program at the County 
Home, and my mother, who had nurses training there, knew 
Mag Lynch, as they called her. I traced this woman's 
descendants and her grandson who was a police officer 

on the Main Line near Philadelphia said he knew nothing of 
the three Urbine boys. Neither did any of the elderly people 
I interviewed in the Malvern area...this being 25 years 
ago. The local undertaker opened his grandfather's records 
for me and I found no record of a funeral among them. 

The records of the Keeper of the Poor, W. Harmer Davis, 
were destroyed so I found nothing there and they buried 

so many people in the Potters field that they kept no 
records. 
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Apparently the night their mother died the young physician 
took the Urbine boys to his home where they were received 
by a spinster sister. Dad remembered that and in the 20's 
he found the doctor and even recognized a piece of furniture 
in the house that had had a bowl of fruit on it. The 
doctor told him he was right in rememberang the article 

of furniture had beenon the other side of the room and 

in a remodeling program some years later had been moved. 
But, strangely, he said he could remember nothing of 
bringing the children home. That seems very odd. A 

young single man bringing young children into the house 
until a place could be found for them would not be likely 
to forget it. Uncle Leon was the only one of the three 
boys to be adopted and the people who adopted him said 

they could not remember any of the circumstances of where 
they got him. The adoption papers which Larry turned up 
show that they made an affidavit that Leon Urbine's parents 
were dead. Another mystery. If they knew that why didn't 
they tell him that? 


The foster parents of the other boys claimed they knew 
none of the circumstances concerning the boys. But | 
Uncle Lawrence's foster mother, Mrs. Hannah Horne, 

became so upset at one time when Uncle L. and Dad 

were questioning her that she went into a room and refused 
to come out. It all adds up to the fact that there was 
something that had to be concealed from the boys. They 
could not think of anything so bad that they could not be 
told when they had grownto manhood. Having illegitimate 
parents could not be sufficient reason. There were 

pa@ople in the area who knew. One of my relatives was told 
on one occasion by a teacher that she would be better off 
not knowing about her background. 


A man in West Grove, Pa., told my faher that his father 
had been decapitated on the railroad. We found no record 
of that but strangely, we did find that one of the sons 
of Mag Lynch was decapitated on the railroad. Perhaps 
the man knew of the Lynch conneetion and assumed. Phis- 
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This brings us to the one thing that would be sufficiently 
awful in those times to cause concealment. Incest. I can 
understand that a group of kind Quaker ladies in the 
Children's Aid Society of Chester County would try to 
relieve the Urbine boys of that burden. If incest 

be the case,then the Urbine name must have been adopted. 


One thing that rules that out is that Louis Urbine looked 
so much like an older version of my father that it was 
amazing. Louis was tall, as I am, but Dad was a short man, 
about 5'8 or 5'9.. I am 6'3, as is my broßher. But the 
facial resemblance between Dad and Louis was remarkable... 
even the large ears which are an Urbine trait in my 

family and in Uncle Lawrences. Uncle Leon also had the 
Urbine ears. 


It would be nice if we could discover something about our 
grandparents on the Urbine side. On Mother's side it was 
easy since the family has been in the Oxford area since 
the early 1700's. 


I want to thank you again for sending the information. 


I send a check for your trouble. If you hear anything further 
of Frank I should be glad to know... good or bad. None 

of us feel responsible for anything he may have done. We 

all must stand onour own merits. Louis Urbine had a low 
opinion of his brother and did not enjoy being interviewed 
about him. I believe he hdd the feelingThat Frank was 

not entitled to the share of their parents' estate 

that he received. One could tell that there were some hard 
feelings. Louis was irascible and his wife made a 

sincere effort to compensate for his grumpiness. After 

I returned from California I called him one night to ask 

if Frank had sandy hair and light eyes as did the Urbine 
brothers here. He said,"Look here, what is this all about? 
Your grandfather got what was coming to him from the estate. “ 
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He completely misunderstood. He thought I was after 

money and all I wañted was information. I suppose I may have 
felt the same way in his situation had a young guy arrived 

at the door askig a lot of questions. I neglected to 

say that I made an engagement with him by telephone before 

i called, on the westenntrip, that is. 


Some years later Uncle Leon went to Fort Wayne and arranged 
to speak with a druggist named Urbine. He said his father 


remembered Frank. This was about 20 years ago. 


I better bring this to a close. It seems tohave gone on 
forever.

ANOTHER INTERESTING facet 
of the travel to the past through the 
pictures includes the sight of the 
one-cent stamps on the right-hand 
corners of the postcards. They 
remind of-us inflation’s toll. 

And there are the comments such 
as: “There is so much to do here, 
especially at night!” and “the 
money is really here...” that are 
revealing about a Coatesville that 
many have never known. 

For example, Coatesville once 
boasted many attractions. There 
were the Stephenson House, the 
Speakman’s Hotel, the Hotel Smith, 
the Hotel Taylor, and the once 
reknowned Coach and Four Inn 
(where Urbine once worked as a 
bellboy).
